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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Le Scolan (USP 7,058,729) teaches two networks 
are able to synchronize to one another respectively, where one network calculates an offset or number of clock pulses and adjusts the 
offset to be synchronized with the other networks clock pulses. With the steps presented two networks are able to be synchronized by 
determining and adjusting the network timing difference between two networks. Torsti (USP 5, 724, 397) teaches the progression of 
synchronization in a network between two devices (i.e., two modems) are performed in stages in order to avoid errors in symbols. The 
teachings of Le Scolan and Torsti combined would conclude to one of ordinary skill in the art that it would have been obvious to perform 
synchronization in increments or small predetermined step values between two networks based on a timing difference. 
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
